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Senate requests minor constitution clianges

The Senate of the University 
bas ratified the new Constitut- 
ion of the Students' Society 
with suggestions for minor al- 
terations. 

The most immediate result 
of this action is the opening of 
nominations today for president 
and the' two vice-presidents, 
(internal and external) of the 
Students' Society. Nominations 
for the chairmanship of the Stu- 
dent Athletics Council and one 
representative of the Post Gra- 
duate Students' Society are also 
open. 

Candidates for president will 
need 100 student signatures by 
next Monday, when nominations 



close. Vicc-prcsidcntial candida- 
tes will need 50 signatures; the 
other posts, 25. 

• A meeting of the Students' 
Executive Council last night 
accepted most of the Senate's 

suggestions and designated 
Thursday, March 4 as the date 
for an open meeting to discuss 
the changes. 

If the meeting draws ISO 
affirmative votes, a referendum 
will be put to the student body 
March 5, the day of elections 
for SEC officers. 

Council rejected tlie Senate 
suggestions that the Daily edi- 
tor's vote on the Executive Com- 
mittee be reconsidered, and 
that the Senate be given the abi- 
lity to change the Students' So- 



ciety Constitution without their 
suggeitions going through the 
régulai- channek; l.e. an open 
meetiiis and referendum. 

Principal .-nd Vice-Chancellor 
Dr. H. Roclce Robertson stated 
yesterday that Senate approval 
of the Constitution in principle 
was unanimous. He personally 
felt that it included useful 
changes that would lead to, a 
tightening of formal student go- 
vernment. 

Students* Society President 
Saccd Mirza accepted the Se- 
nate's advice as "very fair." 

Article 8, section 2, subsect- 
ion F is to be altered to read, 
"Three representatives from stu- 
dents in the Arts and Science 



section of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, at least one of 
whom is pursuing a Bachelor of 
Science degree and one of whom 
is pursuing a Bachelor of Arts 
degree." 

This clause was reworded to 
insure a clear differentiation 
between Arts and Science Re- 
presentatives and the Commerce 
Representative, whose faculty Is 
part of Arts and Science. 

Article 8, section 2 subsect- 
ion F will read "two represen- 
tatives from students in the Fa- 
culty of Graduate Studies and 
Research." The words "students 
In the" being added for clari- 
fication. 

Section 5 of the same article 
is to be left as it was In the 



old Constitution. This means 
that the proposed escalation of 
the maximum on SEC imposed 
fines will be withdrawn. Tho 
first draft of the new ConstI» 
tution would have allowed stu> 
dent offenders to be fined $50. 
The limit will remain at $25. 

Dr. Robertson, who is ex of. 
^icio chairman of the Senate, 
noted that as there is a com- 
mittee currently considering the 
problem of student discipline, it 
would be better not to alter tha 
old regulation until all the facts 
arc known. 

The last alteration Involves 
article 12, section 6, sub-section 
B. it will read "Comptroller of 
the University shall be comptrol< 
1er of the Students' Society." 
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Panel rops U.S. control 
of Canadian trade unions 

"The Canadian trade union movement is subject to executive 
direction by American* parent unions in conflict with its own 
needs," a panel of labour organizers affirmed last night. 

After a heat^^d engaging discussion, the panel mode- 
rated by Professor S.J. Frankel of the Department of Political 
Science and Economics concurred in a 3 to 1 majority viewpoint 
Uhat the American-controlled international unions are giving 
Canadian workers a raw deal. 

Ed Finn, of the Canadian Brotherhood of Railways and 
Transport, an affiliate of the Canadian Labour Congress^wnrted 
that "very few leaders of American unions appreclate*TlieT&U- 
fcrent economic conditions in Canada which they have consider- 
ed as another American state." 

He conceded that American Initiative and know-how in 
building the Canadian trade union movement has been bene- 
ficial, but he said that American conservatives have tried to 
prevent union support for the New Democratic Party which 
200,000 unionists now back. They have chosen the leading of- 
ficials of their Canadian subsidiaries, and haN-e blocked their 
right to merge with other international unions. 

M. Oucllette, director of the Canadian Textile Workers, af- 
filiated with La Confédération des Syndicats Nationaux (CNTU), 
said: "We are the only country in the world where a. foreign 
nation has set up a local labour movement to serve the interests 
of its own economy." 

The only dissenter was Raymond Lapointe, Chairman of the 
Political Action Committee of the Fédération du Travail du 
Québec (QFL), who challenged the other panelists. Admitting | 
that Americans control S5Çr of manufacturing industries and 
75% of the mining, chemical and petrol industries, Lapointe 
said : "The Americans are here to stay whether we like it or 
not." He declared that "in fact, many of the benefits of French- 
Canadian workers have come from the prosperity brought by the 
American unions."

SEC postpones censure

A^widerranging, often confused discussion on the Model Parliament walk-out by NDP 
and YCL^members lost vveeic dominated the agenda at lost night's SEC meeting. 



Eighteen members of the two 
clubs left the final model par- 
liament session Friday after 
trying to adjourn the session so 
that the house could demonstrate 
against United States action in 
South Viet Nam outside the 
American Consulate. 

Council decided to table the 
issue one and a half hours after 
the discussion began, when NDP 
president Bill Lenihan pointed 
out that he and David Dent ot 
the YCL had been Invited to the 
meeting to face a different 
charge from the one on the floor 
at that moment — that of or- 
ganizing a demonstration. 

Art Ross, chairman of a com- 
mittee appointed to prepare a 
brief to the Bladen Commission, 
presented the committee recom- 
mendations. These were: 1) A 
"freeze the Fees" policy; 2) A 
gradual yearly fee decrease until 
sucIj time that free university 
tuition can be instituted; 3) The 
cost of this program must be 
absorbed by the state. A com- 
mittee consisting of Beatrice 
Briggs, Ken Cabatoff, Saced 
Mirza, Artliur Ross, and Sharon 
Sholzberg, was appointed to

Psychiatry a practical science

The comparative lack of research in psychiatry was defended last night by Dr. Seymour 
S. Keiy of the National Institute of Mental Hf alth In Washington, in the eighth annual Lyman 
Duff Memorial Lecture. 



In the lecture, sponsored by 
the Medical Undergraduate So- 
ciety, Dr. Kety answered those 
who criticize psychiatry for 
spending too much time on the- 
rapeutics and not enough on 
research. 

Kety explained that in many 
other sciences application pre- 
ceded theories developed from 
research in the early stages: 



"Man made fire before he knew 
what oxygen was." 

Dr. Kety outlined other pro- 
blems in the development of 
psychiatry. There is, for instance, 
practical problem of the imme- 
diate need of the patient. 

"When a patient comes need- 
ing therapy, the doctor can't tell 
him to come back in three cen- 
turies when we know more 
about the subject," he said. 



Another possible problem in 
the development of psychiatric 
research, as outlined by Dr. 
Kety, is the subjective nature 
of the observations in psychiatry. 

Dr. Kety was speaking at a 
lecture which annually pays tri- 
bute to the late Dean of Me- 
dicine, Lyman Duff. Awards to 
outstanding scholars in all years 
of undergraduate medicine were 
presented before the address.

has been a part of the German 
legal code for 90 years; murder 
of any proportion falls under 
the Statute. The provision stales 
that there are to be no new 
trials concerning any particular 
case if more than twenty years 
have elapsed after perpetration. 
However, no pardons will be 
issued, nor wUl the statute affect 
proceedings under way. In addi- 
tion, there is a possibility of 
extending certain cases. 

In effect, any war criminal re- 
turning to Germany is subject to 
immediate arrest By no means 
will West Germany become a 
haven for. hidden Nazis; Dr. Ber* 
tele mentioned Martin Dormann 
as a case in point. Thus only 
those who have never been sus» 
pectcd of war crimes would be* 
nefit from the enforcement. 

Rabbi Grunblatt said that the 
problem was an absurdity: man's 
capacity for crime seemed to 
have overwhelmed his criminal 
code. He maintained that each 
trial's purpose was to reveal the 
"poisonous ideology" and "roots 
of evil" in the human character 
of the 20lh century. 

Scheur agreed completely with 
the preceding speakers and 
claimed that German youth feels 
ashamed of this chapter of their 

country's history and wish to 
have justice brought about to 
completely purge their nation of 
the odious Nazi image. 

The West German Parliament 
will make the final decision next 
month.

The politics of dissent once more has en- 
gaged the intellect and even the passion of 
Ihe SEC. Lost night's meeting almost ground 
jo a halt on the troubled question of what 
was to be done about the political parties 
° who were moved to demonstrate against the 
' U.S. during the Model Parliament session. 

Once more, interpretation of the Univer- 
sity Regulations regarding student activities 
provijd a stumbling block; further confusion 
was added by referring to the rules govern- 
ing Model Parliament. Then the rules of the 
House of Commons received an airing. Also 
in question was the autonomy or lack of au- 
tonomy of Model Parliament vis-a-vis the 
SEC, the nature of the relationship between 
the Model Parliament chairman and the po- 



litical parties, the obligations of the parties 
to the House, even the responsibilities of the 
party leaders to their own parties. There is 
enough material here to keep a battery of 
lawyers working happily for decades; and 
no doubt the various protagonists will be bu- 
sy between now and the next session, when 
the tabled motion of censure will come up 
again. 

Correct procedure, understandably, fell 
by the wayside fairly early on in the pro- 
ceedings. At one stage, the spectacle present- 
ed itself of the Committee voting on the ques- 
tion of whom it should censure — only the 
political leaders or their entire parties — be- 
fore it had voted on the very validity of such 
a censure motion. 

One of the fundamental issues was 
settled, however. Waj the Committee to act 



OS a rogatory body or was it to be a trial 
fury? The political leaders argued vigorously 
that if they are required to answer charges, 
they must be granted the right to call wit- 
nesses) the right to cross-examine witnesses, 
the right to know the exact nature of the 
charges in advance and the right to be heard 
in full. All of this was not possible at last 
night's meeting. 

There are several poisitive factors emer- 
ging from all this: one of them was the re- 
fusal of the SEC chairman' to be railroaded 
into any quick decisions as to the rights and 
wrongs of the matter. In granting the poli- 
tical leaders the right to a proper hearing at 
a later date — for that; in effect, is what the 
motion to table the vote of censure meant — 
the Chairman showed an integrity of purpo- 
se which is highly comtneiidable. 

The second constructive aspect was the 
obvious desire on the part of the SEC to 
seek a solution which would be neither vin- 
dictive nor woolly. The right of free speech 
was involved. And, as always, it involved 
the question of responsibility in pursuing it. 
The search for a satisfactory resolution of 
this age-old problem was carried on in the 
midst of a confusion which often served to 
hide a certain honesty of purpose which mar- 
ked the deliberations of the SEC. Clearly, 
there are political overtones in this whole de- 
bate; but the majority of the executive seem- 
ed prepared to ignore them in order to come 
to a fair decision. That the problem was not 
resolved in two hours should surprise no one, 
but the SEC's attempt was an honorable one.

Theory Absurd

One can . always push a 
theory to a point where it be- 
comés an absurdity. 



If as you claim Mr. Bcrman 
has oversimplified the Viet 
Nam matter then I suggest 
that you have overdeveloped 
his theory in your: response. 

I think that for -all relevant 
purposes the U.S. in Viet Nam 
Is fighting Communism irres- 
pective of whose brand it is. 
All else concerning Viet Nam 
are merely obstacles, possibly 
great but nevertheless sur- 
mountable ones, to a success- 
ful finish of the fighf. By 
"successful" Madam, I will 
permit myself to be "prejudic- 
ed" enough to mean success- 
ful to the U.S. and the "West". 

- If the most reputable of the 
Western press stands against 
the "retaliation theory" then 
it stands against striking and 
stopping- and waiting and 
doing nothing. And doing no- 
thing again. It stands against 
the retaliation theory as a 
poorer alternative to gelling 
out. But I do not think that 
the Western press was or 
would be < against a posillv* 
solution to the Viet Nam pro- 
blem. Positive, in the "preju- 
diced" democratic sense of the 
word. It is because Mr, Lipp- 
man, the "Times" the "Star" 
and company have stopped be- 
lieving, and perhaps with good 
reason, that the Johnson. Ad- 
ministration can find a more 
preferable alternative than the 
retaliation theory that they, now 
strongly propose to get out.- 

But getting out could possi- 
bly be only the 'lesser of two 
evils. 

What I strongly disagree 
with is that Mr. Lippman, the 
"Times" the "Star" and the 
McGill Daily would have gett- 
ing out as a definite good. 
Instead of saying that we can't 
seem to find a solution but 'we 
must keep trying . and search 
for new means and new resour- 
ces they say that the problem 
is a myth and that it shouldn't 
have existed in^the first place. 



We lack the experience, fle- 
xibility, dedication, .faithful- 
ness and conviction so wc re- 
sort to logic and logic tells us 
it's all a myth. That's right 
madam. Politics is not a mai- 
ler of logic bul rather of ex- 
perience, conviction and yes a 
certain amount of prejudice. 

I don't believe you can and 
I don't believe you should say 
or take the attitude that both 
"sides" are yours to consider 
quote objectively unquote, be- 
cause I strongly feel they 
should not be. Not If the /pre- 
sumption that the Editorial 
Board of a university newspa- 
per in a free society has a 
certain "prejudiced" respect 
for that freedom to do as you 
ought and not merely as you 
want and would not be greedy 
with it and would have it ex- 
tended to those less fortunate 
or less able is to stand firm. 

It is my conviction, madam, 
that the question is not so 
much one of showing objecti- 
vity as it is of having made ihe 
commitment. Because I stron- 
gly suspect that much too often 
the sick thing about, all such 
"objectivity" is that it is me- 
rely a lack of conviction, an 
absence of commitment. 

Now this is not to say that 
we should move in and wipe 
out North Viet Nam or for that 
matter anybody. But it is to 
say that we must not compro- 
mise our commitment to our- 
selvei. Not to anyone else. 

I'd hate you to Ihink that I 
am merely turning idealistic on 
•you. No. I'm just as scared of, 
war as you are but at the same 
time -I think there are some, 
not many but some things 
that a man should be willing 
to die for. 

' The question is not merely 
to get out of Viet Nam or to 
fight. a^^Wj^scaled war to the 
exciUs!onf;of|^any and every- 
thing else. The i:omplexity and 



the uncertainty of the Viet 
Nam problem must produce 
many, possibilities for probable 
solutions. Because they have 
not been found does not mean 
they do not exist. Wc have ar- 
lificially reduced the many 
possibilities to those two al- 
ternatives. And it is precisely 
those complexities and esper 
cially' those uncertainties in 
Viet TJam that have made eve- 
rybody desperate and eager to 
over simplify things. 

Well any simpleton can 
choose between those two. Gi- 
ven those two exclusive alter- 
natives the trend is quickly 
going to gain impetus to be a 
^lesser fool and get out of Viet 
Nam. But in this 'case it just 
so happens that to be a lesser 
fool involves also being a big- 
ger knave. 

I do not purport to know the 
other alternatives. I also am 
not certain of what to do. But 
I certainly believe that I know 
what not to do. 

I believe America owes an 
answer to itself for it will have 
to account for itself to Itself. 
We are prosperous now so we 
are very ready to be smug. We 
don't care. I mean It's just 
going out tf style to be dedi- 
cated or to be faithful. And 
it's unsophisticated to show 
effort. Well I say this. If no- 
body likes America It's becau- 
se nobody knows or unders- 
tands . hèr. And if nobody 
knows or understands her its 
not, as we tend to think, be- 
cause they are stupid, but ra- 
ther because we have not ma- 
de ourselves understood. Being 
what we are the burden is on 
us. Or rather If we are what 
we purport to be then we 
. would put that burden upon 
ourselves. 

Viet Nam is only one pro- 
blem, America has not made 
itself understood. The other 
bigger problem still Is that It 



is to willing to say "to hell 
with you, you're stupid". 

After the war we lost Eas- 
tern Europe, then Korea, then 
Cuba. Let us not throw Viet 
Nam away. 

Aliss Fenston, when you lose 
an earring or something like 
that you don't throw the other 

one away. Vou keep it. It was 
yours. In some significant in- 
significant way you identified. 
And then maybe the other one 
will one day be found. 

Viet Nam is a problem and 
if we turn on it we will never 
know the answer. And if we 
go we create another victim,

Seymour Mayne disarms the 
critic by beginnine his slim 
volume of poetry with this çurse 
from Sappho : 

We thall tnioy It. 
At for him who flntlt 
fiult, may slllinats 
and torrow tak* him I 
The first half of (his slim vo- 
lume contains 17 spastic poems; 
the second half is a series of 
eight navel-scrutinies constitut- 
ing the title poem. 

Many of the first poems recall 
Ezra Pound's imagistic poems, 
without Pound's restraint. In the 
first, the Abscnt-Minded Posses- 
sor of a freckled girl's body — 
ho, a girl's freckled body— has 
just committed. an unpardona- 
ble omission (please, no mis- 
lyints); the last three lines 
ai^ologizc for the boy's obsessi- 
ve concern with the girl's body: 
I'm also — 
tickled pink 
with your fervent soul. 
.(Pound's restraint is a. lyrical 
chastisement of such unsubtlety: 



0 fan of white illk 
clear as glass on the 

[grass-blade 
You have been alto laid 

A [aside. 
Pound feels in need to italicize 
olso,) I 

Mayne's seclnd poem reveals 
tlic same txc\ss. The harm is 
not his unshakable confidence 
in the reader's imbecility, but 
his cluttering up a good poem 
with excess weight : 
When this girl 
(with her freckled note 
& frivolous eye* 
smiles, wants to play 
the [erkt a tiring; 
attached to those pink 

[fingertips 
I'm a marionette 
• at her tllghtett whim I 
Why the parenthetical insis- 
tence of — once more — free- 
i<les ? Though llie worth of the 
girl docs not increase, freckle 
by freckle, the worth of the 
poem loses, parenthetical word 
° by word. To tread water between 
"girl" and ."smile" serves no 
purpose; and in the process the 
value of "pink" is diminished. 



All of the poems of the first 
half have this same merit of 
honest sensuality, a sensuality 
which strangely and gloriously 
never takes itself seriously.' The 
author is less the Depraved 
Lover than the Deprived Lover. 
Surely that is more refreshing 
than the reverse would be. 

All this Look-Ma-I'm-Sexy pos- 
turing should be enormously po- 
pular with campus kiddies. 

The truth of Mayne's humour 
seems to be that, hoWever genu- 
ine, it is a necessity;tumed-bles- 
sing. Greater restraint might 
turn these into finer poems, but 
the delightful giddiness would 
probably disappear. That is what 
happens in the second half. 

The eight Tiptoeing poems 
arc an intensification of tlie 
sensuality, but the smile is gone. 
Even though they arc richer, 
more evocative poems, one longs 
for the smile; only the smile 
gives the reader the choice of 
not taking his manhood so 
threateningly as presented. 

Beyond tlic extremely thin, 
even doubtful, literal meaning, 
the narrator of these poems : 

(1) wakes a girl. 

"to a blooming frenzy."

(2) terrifies himself with his 
own oral eroticism. . 

. my tongue flashed out 
like Hal ley's comet. 

(3) plants "a red patch on 
your left breast.

(4) "tumbles into a pit", a pit 
in which the victim is 
more awed than pleased. 

and later that day, just 
when i had begun to think 
the came down In the form 
(of rain... 

(5) indulges in a little anal 
eroticism. 

and there, there, there 
the arch bent down,

it encompassed In a tllght 
latt curve, my love's golden 
[behind!

It is possible, of course, that 
"arcli" is a rainbow, that "my" 
modifies "love" (as society 
would prefer) and not "behind," 
and that "love" is the perton 
loved rather than the emotion 
fell. 

(6) inverts No. 2. 
Your cannibalistic mouth 

ravages all my toft. 

[flatbed humanitlet. . 



• (7) "drips like a soggy rag," 
while his darling is 
"clinging madly to the 
oak." (The poor bugger 
is exhausted: "I shall 
sleep.") 

(8) equates sex with death. 
(Scholars report that 
there is an honorable tra- 
dition using die to mean 
commit tex : Benedict, "I 
will live in thy heart, die 
in thy lap, and be buried 
in thy eyes," or Lear, "I 
will die bravely, like a 
smug bridegroom." But 
too often, as with Mayne 
or Donne, the result is 
appalling. Donne, "Dear, I 
die as often as from thee 
I go.") 

The progression goes from a 
kind of birth, through the an- 
guish, uncertainty, and experi- 
mentation of a life that wants 
desperately to be Full (well, 
busy), and ends in a kind of 
death. It constitutes a complete 
biography. 

It is one of the noteworthy 
biographies of our literary herit- 
age — but one of the less spi- 
ritual.

Kogut and Ms Cousins

Let Mr. Kogut introduce himself in his own 
way: "In 1909 as student in Montreal and alto 
in english high as I intended to obtain further 
study In Chemistry in McGill. Once while walk- 
ing around the camput met a Professor of Astro- 
nomy (Leacock) asking him to explain Why If 
our earth it a tperieal ball." The profundity of 
this conundrum appears to have floored Astro- 
nomy Professor Leacock, for his immediate re- 
tort was "young man education Is not for you. 
Go to work." Happily, Mr. Kogut took his advice; 
as a result he is a sclf cducatcd man, equally at 
home in all fields, untouched by the narrow 
specialization demanded by institutions of higher 
learning. 

Like all great originals, Mr. Kogut may find 
those who disagree with some of his findings. 
I cannot myself go along with the meteorological 
determinism of the following: "On July 20, 1963, 
at three o'clock p.m. just before the Eclipse of 
the tun lu Montreal, Canada, It begun rain and 
hail — large as pigeon eggs. A few dayt later 
heat went up to ninety-three farenhelt and du. 
ring this period an earth quaque in Scopia, You- 
goslavia." or with the blatant advertising tech- 
nique. 

On the other hand, never has parliamentary 
democracy been so vividly described: Here is 
Mr. Kogut's Ottawa, at last laid bare by his 
withering prose: "Contorvatlves and Libérait or 
others are sincere In goodwill diseutsiont. At 
tometimes the leader In opposition in sport- 
manthip, both partiet do compromise giving a 
chance to Cabinet minitlert arranging country's 
butlnettes." 

It is enough to make strong men' blanch. 

A major feature, as they say, of Mr. Kogut's 
compendium in his prose style. He has a way 
with words and his spelling is stoutly unconven- 
tidnal. Surely Joyce, if he ever smiled, would 
have smiled at this from the Introduction: "But 
when baby was a year old betide mother a boxer 
dog watching nobody could touch the child. On 
a hot June day the dog Ittued from mouth-put 
on babyt hand resulted in babyt tcreaming loud. 
So everybody agreed God did help." 

■Messrs. Verma and Vaish are more modest. 
They have confined themselves to a delineation 
of the Christine Kceler saga. Miss Keeler, it 
will be recalled, was the attractive young per- 
son who had been finding life belter under the 
Conservatives. The authors, however, have skil- 



fully transferred something of their Krishna- 
filled background to Cliveden, with the result 
that their account reads like an exercise in inter- 
national pan-culturalism, a sort of Kama Sutra 
by John Buchan, if one could Imagine such a 
thing. Thus Messrs. Verma and Vaish on the 
relationship between Miss Kceier and the un- 
fortunate Ivanov: "Mr. Ivanov followed her In 
the room with two bottles of Vodka. He drank 
badly and became tentimental and passionate. 
He embraced Mist Keeler and drank some from 
her lips. Keeler had guested this all before hand 
and she got pleasure out of him. She too kissed 
him and found him lying passively along herself. 
Perhaps either he was remembering his young 
Russian wife or wat imagining the fearful face 
of Kruthchev." • 

And the whole question of the orgies at 
Cliveden, where, it appears. Conservative Cabinet 
ministers teetcrcà around wearing only little 
aprons — a sort of Top People's Bunny Club — 
is honcslly faced by our two authors. Keeler is 
there, they say, with "all the curvet and con- 
tours, beautifully thaped by God, In her tight 
silken garments, which were fairly accentuated." 
And in the swimming pool took place nameless 
perversions that make the best days of the 
Roman Empire seem like P.T.A, meetings: 

"Some were swimming In the pool and were 
playing 'Horse and Rider*. Mitt Marilyn and 
Rice Davlet were riding en the back of Hamilton 
and Marshal who were swimming and ttruggling 
in the water." 

And so to the catalyst, the man whom the 
two authors term "Lord Profumo". They put 
down his weaknesses to the fact that he was a 
foreigner: "These were the germs which were 
muted and developed in the texy land of Italy." 
Finally, to that infamous party, attended, we are 
told, by Lord Profumo, Ayub Khan (a nice 
propaganda touch) and by three filmstars, "Eli- 
zabeth Taylor, Rita Heyworth and Lix Taylor." 

Messrs. Verma and Vaish have performed a 
singular service in capturing for us and investing 
with an oriental spendour an England fast dis- 
appearing beneath the horny-handed blows of 
what the Dally Mall calls "the socialist govern- 
ment." Together with Mr. Kogut, they have suc- 
ceeded in producing memorable literature. Mr. 
Kogut, calling on his background of Russian, 
Yiddish, English and Montrealish,, has , intro- 
duced us to a vital new art form. All three have 
demolished the current thesis that the only ex- 
citing English is coming out of Dublin and 
Lagos." AU three have brought poetry back into 
politics. Air three deserve to .be taken seriously. 
After all, there arc thousands of Ph.D's paying 
big money to sit through "Tiny Alice".
